Segregation is scheduled to be discarded in the Upland 
schools—and students will go to the school nearest their 
home, not to the school to which they are assigned because 
of their parental nationality. 


This is a new phase in the local educational system— 
something that has long been discussed in certain groups— 
and something that admittedly has been opposed by the ma- 
jority of local residents. 


The change is to be made sometime in the future as the 
result of a court ruling, which will no longer permit the Up-
